Already more than 80 cases have 
been, or are being, investigated, 
12 trials held and 10 corivictions re- 
turned by courts martial. All trials 
so far have been by special court 
martial.

Link MOS, 
Top Grade 
In Study 


WASHINGTON — The Army’s 
study of MOSs and positions in 
which leadership requirements are 
such that grades ES and E-9 
should be authorized for them will 
appear for the first time in the 
FY 1959 3d Quarter Enlisted Pro- 
motion Quota letter, 


This study is in the final stages 
now. It will not be the end of 
the Army’s studies in this area, 
it appears. Next will come a re- 
view of the MOS and job struc- 
ture to see where skills or techni- 
cal ability, without the need for 
leadership or supervisory qualifi- 
cation, is so great as to warrant 
award of SP-8 or SP-9 grades. 

Even here, the study won't end, 
for the Army is continually re- 
viewing its MOS grade and job 
structure to weed out those posi- 
tions no longer needed, to put in 
mew ones, to change grades as re- 
quirements change, and generally 
to try to keep abreast of current 
needs 


Thus these first studies are real- 
ly basic studies on which to build 
future ones. 

Another major change also ap- 
pears to be in the works. This will 
apply to first sergeants and ser- 
geants major. It is likely that in 
the next promotion quota letter, 
the duty MOSs 001.8 and 001.9 
(first sergeant and sergeant ma- 
jor) will be rescinded and new 
skill levels will be authorized for 
those MOSs from which should 
come men to fill these positions. 

Thus in an infantry rifle com- 
pany, the first sergeant of the fu- 
ture will have MOS 111.8. To get

Earlier, the Air Force made the 
point that it is “pay” rather than 
“allowance” and is subject to tax 
and other levies attached to base 
pay. Unlike incentive pay, how- 
ever, the proficiency money is paid 
while the member holds a specific 
skill. It does not depend, as does 
flight pay, on putting in a specific 
amount of time per month in the 
duty. 

The group adds however, that 
Congress was careful in the case 
of the “P-1" system of pro pay to 
exclude it from base pay. This 
means it cannot be used as a basis 
for figuring retirement pay, ete. 

If the services had taken the 
alternative pro pay plan, that un-

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Last SUNEC 
Units Return 
To Eustis 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—During the 
last week, more than 400 officers 
and men of the 3D Trans. Terminal 
Training Group have returned to 
Fort Eustis, after successful com- 


ations in and around Goose Bay, 
Labrador. 

This along with the same type 
of operation carried out in the 
Arctic le, is known as SUNEC 
(Support Units Northeast Com- 
mand). This is an annual resupply 
mission to deliver supplies at Goose 
Bay for US. and Canadian Air 
Force Bases, radar out-posts, and 
civilians in that area. 

The recently returned units are 
the 569th Trans. Co. (Terminal 
Service), commahded by Capt. 
James K. Quinn, and the 264th 
Trans. Co. (Terminal Service), 
commanded by Capt. Oral B. Evans. 
These units constitute the last of 
the main body of troops to return 
from the North, after participating 
in Operation SUNEC 1958. 

A small party was left in Goose 
Bay to do the final cleaning up, 
and to secure the port for winter. 
They are due to return to Eustis 
within the next two or three weeks. 


After extensive training in sup- 
ply handling within the 3D Group, 
these units left for Goose Bay in 
May of this year. Weather condi- 
tions in that area are such as to 
permit resupply operations to be 
performed safely only during the 
summér months. 

Approximately 122,000 tons of 
cargo were unloaded at Goose Bay 
this year. The men worked eight 
hour shifts, sometimes at night 
and toward the end of the resupply 
mission, 24hour, around-the-clock 
operations were performed in or- 
der to return to the states before

TUE NEW YORK Armed Serv- 
ices Police is run much like any 
efficient municipal police organiza- 
tien.

Richard Callili, a native New York- 
er, considers himself a rather green 
heginner. By comparison with the 
other officers of the detachment, 
he is inexperienced, On a recent 
pay day night for servicemen, the 
night that many of them like to 
“hit the town” and are ripe for 
picking by the rollers, B-girls, pick- 
pockets and smart operators, Lt. 
Callili entered a bar with his 
driver. The bar was-a loud, brassy 
place, close to the Times Square 
area. It had plenty of liquor and 
girls, all the ingredients to make 
it popular with young servicemen. 
When Lt. Callili entered the place, 
it was really “jumping.” He polite 
ly asked the manager to show him 
the rest rooms, the kitchen and the 
food storage area. The manager 
was cooperative and friendly. If 
the manager wanted to keep serv- 
icemen coming, he knew his place 
would have to measure up. Lt. 
Callili didn’t miss a trick in his 
check. He checked dishes and 
glasses for cleanliness, bathrooms 
for towels, soap and cleanliness, he 
watched a cook make a sandwich. 
But these were only the nutice- 
able parts of his check. 


“We check these places because 
the Armed Forces Disciplinary 
Control Board tells us to. The 
Board tallies reports involving 
incidents, sicknesses and if they 
point to a place, they tell us to 
watch it. They tell the bar owner 
that his place is being watched and 
why, and that if he won't cooperate, 
the place might be put off-limits. 
Most bar owners are decent people 
and anxious to cooperate, but 
every once in a while, we run into 
a guy who couldn't care less and 
we have to place his joint off- 
limits to servicemen.” 


Lt. Callili ranged far on his .our 
as duty officer. His patrol car 


cruised from the detachment head- 
quarters on West S4th St. to the 
tip of the Battery. He then directed 
the driver to take him through the 


lower east side of Manhattan to the 
Williamsburg Bridge and over into 
Brooklyn. There, they proceeded to 
the detachment barracks in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. Lt. Callili 
checked with the charge of quar- 
ters, a nonce 0 officer. He 
and the noncom checked the neat- 
ness of the barracks, since the men 
are required to keep them orderly 
at all times, 

Lt. Callili told his driver to take 
him to several bars on Flushing 
Avenue, the street which runs the 
length of the Navy Yard, “When 
a ship comes to port,” he said, “the 
Navy beefs up the detachment by 
detailing extra men te us. A small 
ship with 150 to 400 men would 
send us two petty officers, and a 
large ship with a crew of 1000 
would send us an officer and six 
petty officers. 

“We are going by parts of Myrtle 
Avenue now. They are about the 
roughest areas in Brooklyn. Just a 
few weeks ago, two Marines -were 
jumped by about 20 punks, and

I'll start looking over the bars and 
places we hit earlier, plus a few 
more.” Lt. Callili walked from the 
station to start a new cycle of 
checks, reports and corrections that 
would last through the ‘present 
shift.

Supporters of a law which would give 
educational benefits of the GI Bill to veterans 
of peacetime service cannot fail to be en- 
couraged by a recent statement by Rep. Olin 
E. Teague. The chairman of the House Vet- 
erans Affairs committee 
“push” peacetime GI rights in the coming 
session of Congress. With Mr. Teague’s active 
support, the chances for success are brighter 
than they ever have been. 


To this point, Mr. Teague has been con- 
tent to let the Senate take the initiative in 
the matter. As is so often the case in the 
Senate, when it comes to veteran legislation, 
procrastination has been the word. A num- 
ber of bills calling for’ school aid benefits for 
peacetime servicemen lay buried in Senate 
committees through both sessions of the 85th 
Congress. The time wasted was precious to 
those who would have been eligible for the 
aid; many of them undoubtedly have passed 
the point where it would be wise for them 
to start school. But many peacetime veterans 
—past, present and future—could profit from 
this overdue legislation. - 


In announcing his plans for the coming 
year, Mr. Teague recognized the unusual cir- 
cumstances surrounding today’s peacetime 
service. He said: “The service that these 
men being drafted are now rendering is not 
of the same type rendered by the peacetime 
soldier prior to War II... I think that it will 
be necessary that the Congress recognize the 
unique nature of their service and provide 
a system of veteran benefits consistent with 
this service.” 


Quick action on a peacetime GI Bill 
measure will give eligible men a chance to 
continue their higher education without 
frustrating and often harmful delays. [louse 
approval should give the bill impetus in the 
Senate. Last year, a poll of the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare committee, the group 
which hafidles such matters, showed a major- 
ity favoring some form of school aid. The 
senators, however, could not seem to agree on 
a bill, but with a House-approved measure 
before them they might be able to get to- 
yether with a version acceptable to all. 


Other groups have been dragging their 
feet on a new GI Bill program. Of the na- 
tion’s four major veteran groups, only 
Amvets has actively supported the proposal. 
The Veterans of Foreign Wars has paid lip 
service to the idea and the American Legion 
has gone on record as opposed to the benefits. 
Mr. Teague’s forthright stand may jar the 
VFW into.giving the measure stronger sup- 
port. 

As for the Legion, it is unlikely to reverse 
its stand, but it may decide not actively to 
oppose a benefit program which has the full 
backing of the Texas Democrat, who has a 
reputation for dealing fairly with veterans’ 
uid legislation. Mr. Teague is not in the habit 
of supporting bills, which smack of a “give- 
away,” regardless of outside pressure. His 
support of peacetime GI benefits inlicates 
that he believes that today’s serviceman 
deserves some recognition for the duties he 
performs his country. 


Those who stand to benefit most from an 
extension of the GI bill could give the drive 
impetus. Letters from veterans, men still in 
service and others who support the program 
would go a long way in convincing Congress 
that such legislation is deserving. In the 
past, lack of such support has given the im- 
pression that there was little public interest 
jn reviving some parts of the GI Bill.

I have nothing but praise for the parachute people around today 


who took part in combat Jumps during World War II. 


1 do not expect 


that any of them feel it necessary to publicly proclaim their courage as 


their record is well known by all. 


In addition, they are quite aware of 


the fact that during the course of World War II the parachute divisions 
were aided considerably by a number of plain old infantry divisions, I 


have no argument with them. 

However, when various individuals find 
it necessary to spread the word to myself 
and my straightleg compatriots that they 
have, without any doubt, a grevter store 
of courage than any of us ordinary foot 
soldiers, | would like to make an obser- 
vation or two and submit a couple of 
questions. 

I believe that when a qualified para- 
chutist finds it, necessary to beat his 
chest and imply to all concerned that he 
is more courageous than any soldier not 
so qualified such an outburst is not a re- 
sult of*high esprit de corps but instead 
could well be plain and simple cuftceit. 

- Jt would also appear that during the 
course of World War Il’and Korea a fan- 
tastic comedy of errors has been perpet- 
uated by commanders at all levels in that 
an astonishing number of decorations for 
valor (including a number of Medals of 
Honor) have been awarded to individuals 
who were not qualified parachutists. I be- 
lieve that those persons in the airborne 
units who honestly feel that they are vast- 
ly superior to the straightlegs should with 
all haste bring this to the attention of the 
Department of the Army. . 

. 


IN ADDITION, I would like to have 
it proven to me that the combat record 
of any of the World War II airborne di- 
visions could by any stretch of the imagi- 
nation be considered to be brighter. than 
that of, let us say, the Big Red One or the 
3d Infantry Division. The landing in 
France on D-Day was rough, whether by 


air or by beach, but no persgn can con- 
vince me that the performance otf the air- 
borne elements was more typiveally cour- 
ageous than that of the ist and 29th Di- 
visions at Omaha Red Beach. 

As for the 187th in Korea, can anyone 
say that it performed more _ brilliantly 
than, for instance, the 27th, 23¢ or 3ist 
Infantry Regiments — {to name a. few 
(striaghtleg, of course)?

AS TO MY OWN courage, which § am 
sure will be questioned, I have never 
really been tested. I have been in com- 
bat in the infantry but nothing really 
rough. I wear a combat badge but would 
say that the only real test I have ever 
undergone was’ when rescuing a baby 
from a burning home, which I don’t feel 
is enough to establish a definite pattern. 

I am quite sure that, as many of the 
letters in question have hinted, a con- 
siderable number of troopers could and 


would blouse my eyes, especially if they 


employed the method I observed near 
the bridge between Columbus and Phoenix 
when five troopers put on an admirable 
demonstration of their fistic ability and 
magnificent- courage when they solidly 
whipped one straightleg in a most direct 
and efficient manner.

But it appears that everyone has 
solved or at least lessened the 
challenge by making the trip more 
pleasant. Car pools are qa good 
example. : 

The car pool, by definition, con- 
sists of several people with auto 
mobiles. Each of the pool mem. 
bers uses his car. How often he 
uses it depends on the number of 
people in the pool. 

At the missile range, the car 
pool has really come into its own 
because of the distance and cost 
of travel from surrounding ‘cities 
The pools have developed into 
small-scale clubs — with their own 
special rules and regulations, pas- 
senger stops, refreshment breaks 
and the like.

MEMBERS GET KIND of stuffy 
sometimes about their require- 
ments for car pool membership. 
Some allow no smoking, others no

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This is one of two pro pay ques- 
tions the Defense Military Pay and | ar 
Allowance Committee intends to 
ask the Comptroller. The other is 
whether certain “save pay” rules 
on Marines and Navy enlisted men 
guarantee them their proficiency 
money when they are commis- 
sioned. 

The death gratuity question Mas 
more immediate impact on the 
enlisted men. Even under the cur- 
rent $30 per month allowance, the 
Comptroller’s decision could mean 
a difference of $180°in the amount 
their dependents collect if they 
die. If pro pay is ever upped to 
the $150 per month allowed by the 
law, it could mean as much as 
$900 to the survivors. 

The question hangs on what 
types of money are figured into 
the rate of pay the member is 
drawing at the time of his death. 
Until a few years ago, the law said 
suswivors collect six months base 
pay “plus special and incentive 
pays.” Recently, however, the law 
was changed to call for payment 
of six months pay “at the rate to 
which the decedent was entitled 
on the date of his death.” 

What the committee wants to 
know is whether this means the 
gratuity should include all items 
of base and special pay and, if so, 
whether the special and incentive 
pays include everything except al- 
lowances.

Uniquely, the orders, contained 
in’ AR 220-306, were the first ever 
given in writing Armywide. 

(Editor’s note: In recent weeks, 
Army Times has invited Army per- 
sonnel to write in telling the nick- 
names or “traditional unit designa- 
tions” of the Regular Army’s per- 
manent regiments under CARS 
(Combat Arms Regimental System) 
and giving some of the traditions, 
anecdotes and other items of in- 
terest about these regiments. This 
was designed to help build up 
morale among regiment members. 
The new regulation was designed to 
do the same thing in units.) 


The new regulation explained: 


“Every Army unit makes its own 
history and traditions. These are 
not only a record of the past, they 
are a challenge for the future and 
every unit commander is expected 
to use them as tools in building 
unit esprit.” 

It added that “commanders of 
color-bearing and flag-bearing units 
are responsible for establishment 
and maintenance of unit historical 
document files within their own 
units.”

THE REGULATION |e stressed 
that a unit’s history comprised 
“morale building tools,” and said 
the latter could be used as fol- 
lows: 

“1. Selecting a Unit Day, ‘a day 
made noteworthy by some event in 
the history of the organization.’ 

“2. Planning unit ceremonies 
such as those in celebration of 
Unit Day, and others. 

“3. Writing a unit history book- 
let. 

“4. Acquainting unit members 
with the history and traditions of 
their unit in accordance with the 
Army’s military history indoctrina- 
tion program. 

“5. Furnishing historical data 
about his unit when required for 
publicity or other public relations 
purposes.”

FORT EUSTIS, Va.—During the 
last week, more than 400 officers 
and men of the 3D Trans.

The recently returned units are 
the 569th Trans. Co. (Terminal 
Service), commahded by Capt.

These units constitute the last of 
the main body of troops to return 
from the North, after participating 
in Operation SUNEC 1958.

Oversea Travel Brochures 
To Be Forwarded Faster 


WASHINGTON.—The Army this 
week set up a procedure designed 
to assure that those authorized con- 
current travel get the brochures 
which many overseas commands 
send when applicatién for concur- 
rent travel is approved, 


In the past, it seems that these 
commands have sent the brochures 
to the individual at his last known 
military address. By the time the 
brochure, which lists do’s and 
don’t’s for that particular area, 
arrives, the man and -his family 
are gone. 

Result has been that men who 
could have been better prepared 
by following the instructions get 
into all kinds of annoying, and 
sometimes major, difficulties on ar- 
rival, They mike wrong decisions 
on the kind of appliances and fur- 
niture to take, the amounts to take, 
what to store, and so forth. 

In the future, those commanders 





who want to get this kind of in- 
formation te men coming into their 
command are asked to send such 
brochures by airmail to the installa-

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THE ARMED SERVICES POLICE 





With Army Patrol, In Times $ 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N.Y. — A sleek, black 
patrol car, identified with gold letters as Armed Serv- 
ices Police, crept noiselessly around the corner of a 
nearly deserted Manhattan side street. 

The car picked up speed and headed south toward 
the heart of Greenwich Village, the site of trouble. 
One part of a unique and efficient police organization 
started to roll into action, the Armed Services Police. 


The Department of Defense operates six Armed 
Services Police Detachments in the United States and 
Hawaii. They are specifically designed for major 
cities having large military populations, and gen- 
erally these populations are made up of men from 
more than one armed service. One of the best known 
Armed Services Police detachments is located in New 
York City, where thousands of servicemen congre- 
gate for fun, business or simply to pass through. 

= - > 

WITH THE OFFICERS and men assigned to the ° 
Armed Services Police, unification is a practical, 
working necessity. 

The Army runs Armed Services Police Detach- 
ments in New York and Honolulu, The Navy in Bos- 
ton and Seattle, and the Air Force in San Francisco 
and Washington. The individual military service 
selected to head a detachment in any of these large 
cities is determined by the preponderance of its per- 
sonnel in a city’s military population. 

In New York City, the Armed Services Police De- 
tachment is authorized six officers, 102 Army en- 
listed men, 32 Navy enlisted men and 24 airmen. Lt. 
Col. Andrew Eaken, a policeman with nearly 22 years 
of experience, 15 years of it in military police work, 
directs the New York operation. 

Col, Eaken’s staff includes three 
other Army officers, one Navy and 
one Air Force officer.

R. McMinn. The New York detachment, one of six inter-service units, is run 


cruised from the detachment head- 
quarters on West 54th St. to the 
tip of the Battery. He then directed 
the driver to take him through the 
lower east side of Manhattan to the 
Williamsburg Bridge-and over into 
Brooklyn. There, they proceeded to 
the detachment barracks in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. Lt. Callili 
checked with the charge of quar- 
ters, a noncommissioned officer.

Supporters of a law which would give 
educational benefits of the GI Bill to veterans 
of peacetime service cannot fail to be en- 
couraged by a recent statement by Rep. Olin 
EK. Teague. The chairman of the House Vet- 
erans Affairs committee said he would 
“push” peacetime GI rights in the coming 
session of Congress. With Mr. Teague’s active 
support, the chances for success are brighter 
than they ever have been. 





To this point, Mr. Teague has been con- 
tent to let the Senate take the initiative in 
the matter. As is so often the case in the 
Senate, when it comes to veteran legislation, 
procrastination has been the word. A num- 
ber of bills calling for' school aid benefits for 
peacetime servicemen lay buried in Senate 
committees through both sessions of the 85th 
Congress. The time wasted was precious to 
those who would have been eligible for the 
aid; many of them undoubtedly have passed 
ihe point where it would be wise for them 
to start school. But many peacetime veterans 

past, present and future—could profit from 
this overdue legislation. 

In announcing his plans for the coming 
vear, Mr. Teague recognized the unusual cir- 
cumstances surrounding today’s peacetime 
ervice. He said: “The service that these

I believe that when a qualified para 
chutist finds it. necessary to beat his 
chest and imply to all concerned that he 
is more courageous than any soldier not 
so qualified such an outburst is not a re- 
sult of*high esprit de corps but instead 
could well be plain and simple coficeit. 

It would also appear that during the 
course of World War II’and Korea a fan- 
tastic comedy of errors has been perpet- 
uated by commanders at all levels in that 
an astonishing number of decorations for 
valor (including a number of Medals of 
Honor) have been awarded to individuals 
who were not qualified parachutists. I be- 
lieve that those persons in the airborne 
units who honestly feel that they are vast- 
ly superior to the straightlegs should with 
all haste bring this to the attention of the 
Department of the Army.

WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M. — By autos, motor- 
cycles, buses, bicycles and on foot 
they’ come — 10,000 military and 
civilians making their five-day- 
week trek to work at White Sands 
Missile Range. 

They crowd the roadways from 
El Paso and Las Cruces, They 
wait at bus stops. Their cars line 
up at the two entrance gates to 
the post. They spend up to four 
hours traveling to and from their 


jobs. 

The luckiest .people make the 
short drive or walk from the on 
post housing area or from military 
quarters 

The missile range, isolated as it 
is nearly 30 miles from the 
nearest large community—creates 


a transportation challenge for: its 
personnel 


But it appears that everyone has | 


solved or at least lessened the 
challenge by making the trip more 
pleasant. Car pools are a good 
example. 

The car pool, by definition, con- 
sists of several people with auto- 
mobiles. Each of the pool mem 
bers uses his car. How 
uses it depends on the number of 
people in the pool 


At the missile range, the car 
pool has really come into its own 
because of the distance and cost 
of travel from surrounding ‘cities 
The pools have developed into| 
small-scale clubs with their own 
special rules and regulations, pas 
senger stops, refreshment breaks 
and the like

MEMBERS GET KIND of siuffy 
sometimes about their require- 
ments for car pool membership. 
Some allow no smoking, others no 
sleeping, and there’s one car pool

Is it because the 
support of the military seems to 
be a needless luxury in time of 
peace? Or because, in war, their 
maintenance makes the rest of us 
know—just once—that life can be 
dull, or dangerous, or circum- 
scribed?

In Section 4 of this circular, 
the Budget Bureau says: “Rents 
shall be set at levels similar to 
those prevailing for comparable 
private housing in the same area.

“As a further extension of the 
principle of equivalence with pri- 
vate housing practice, government 
charges for utilities (heat, elec- 
tricity, gas, water, ice, telephone, 
etc.) should be set by comparison 
with local domestic rates for simi- 
lar charges and should be clearly 
identified and distinguished from 
charges for rent, . .” 

The Budget Bureau circular was 
issued to set up a rental procedure 
to be followed when assigning gov- 
ernment-owned quarters for occu- 
pancy by civilian employees. Ap- 
parently by Budget Bureau fiat, 
this circular was applied to mili- 
tary members, in spite of service 
desires and Congressional intent. 

But in the Defense Department 
draft of the general regulation cov- 
ering rentals for inadequate quar- 
ters, there was a provision that 
the total charge to an individual 
should not be more than 90 percent 
of his BAQ. This would have in- 
cluded both basic rent and the 
utilities charges. 

Between the time that this draft 
proposal left the Defense Depart- 
ment (as proposed DoD Directive 
4165.34) and the time it came back 
with the President’s approval, this 
was knocked out and in its place 
the provision was substituted that 
Aa charge would not exceed the 


The Army, like the other sery- 
ices, was completely bound by the 
Defense directive and the Budget 
Bureau circular. Its regulation (AR 
220-12) reflects these two docu- 
ments but is, officials said, “not 
one bit more restrictive than they 
are.’ 

it thus appears that it was either 
the Budget Bureau or the White 
House (of which the Budget 
Bureau is a part)—that is to say, 
the President—-who has prevented 
the services from easing the lot 
of men in substandard quarters in 
metropolitan areas by giving some 
small financial balm.

FORT AMADOR, Canal Zone,—One thousand feet plus pea sea. level, on thei 
Taboga Island some 16 miles from the mainland and the Pacific entrance to the. 
Canal, is an Early Warning Radar Station, the U.S. Army Caribbean's insurance een a 





sneak ‘attack by enemy aircraft. 


The remote outpost is manned 
by a handful of men, most of 
them volunteers, from H & H 
Btry., 4th Gun Bn., 517th Artil- 
lery, headquartered at Fort Clay- 
ton. The mission of the unit is 
te keep around-the-clock surveil- 
lance for hostile aircraft. 


This Early Warning Station at 
the Pacific side of the Canal works 
in conjunction with the Atlantic 
side Early Warning Station, located 
in the jungle on the west side of 
Gatun Dam and near Fort Davis. 


Constant radio contact is kept by 
the Taboga Island unit with the 
Army Air Defense Command Post 
at Fort Clayton, reporting all un- 
identified aircraft in this area. 

” * * 

APPROXIMATELY 20 men car- 
ry out this mission. They include 
senior and junior radar operators, 
electronics repairmen, a cook, an 
aidman, and radio operators to send 
in plots to AADCP of unannounced 
aircraft coming into the Panama 
area. AADCP has the mission of 
alerting and putting into action the 
antiaircraft batteries and warning 
the civilian populace of approach- 
ing hostile aircraft. 

The volunteers constantly on the 
job operating the “eyes” of USAR 
CARIB know their jobs well and 
don’t mind the relative isolation 
of Taboga, the Isle of Flowers, | 
which has less than 500 population. 

The relative isolation of this 
small, sleepy tropical island 
might have been a contributing 
factor to the fact that when the 
terror of the Spanish Main, buc- 
caneer Henry Morgan, sacked 
and looted Old Panama City, 
many residents of that town fled 
to Taboga to save themselves. 

Nowadays, launches owned by the 
Panama Canal Company and one 
belonging to the unit run daily 
between the island and the main- 
Jand. However, several. old timers 
of the unit and the Army have ac 
climated themselves to the island, 
are content to enjoy the peace and 
quiet of off-duty hours, and seldom 
make the trip to the Canal Zone 
or Panama.

The 
future sites for these weapons will 
be underground and dispersed so 
as to require little in the way of 
active defense, Thus, in the future 
we will be able to concentrate more 
on the defense of our industria! 
areas, population centers, and

The qualitative distribution sys- 
tem was established in 1951 to pre- 
vent the Marines, Navy and Air 
Force from skimming off the smart- 
est recruits and leaving only dull- 
ards for the Army. It is geared to 
percentage quotas, which are ad- 
justed from time to time. 

Currently, all branches of the 
service must limit input to 11 per- 
cent of Category I, 34 percent in 
Category II, 43 percent in Category 
III and 12 percent in Category IV. 
The percentages apply to a six- 
month period so that there can be 
some juggling of manpower input 
from month to month.

THE AIR FORCE, in making 
recommendations for the calendar 
year starting 1 January, asked that 
the formula be scrapped altogether 
and if that is not done to free it 
from being forced to accept any 
Category IVs at all. 


As soon as this became known at 
the Pentagon, the Army sent dis- 
matrically opposite views to the 
Defense Department. It was learn- 
ed that the Army said it was “vio- 
lently opposed” to scrapping the 
formula. 

The Army feels that any great 
change in the formula now might 
seriously affect its enlistment rates, 
and prevent it from getting the 
numbers of the higher categories it 
needs for its missile age battle 
groups.

IT WAS REPORTED that the Air 
Force said in its recommendations 
that it has a need for and can ob- 
tain through its recruiting service 
men with higher mental categories 
who can be schooled to become 
electronic experts. 

The Air Force proposal came 
just when the Army was stepping 
up its recruiting plans. The Army 
already has stepped up its mental 
requirements for enlistments and 
inductions and is now putting its 
new Enlisted Management Program 
into effect. 

It fears that abolition of the 
distribution formula might leave 
it stuck with manpower in the low- 
er mental categories. All branches 
of the service except the Army 
now meet their manpower require- 
ments through voluntary enlist- 
ments.

FORT BENNING, Ga. — Fort 
Benning, one of the most impor- 
tant military {nstallations in the 
world, is located outside the city 


of Columbus and encompasses an 
area of some 185,000 acres in 
Georgia and Alabama. 

Having risen from a small Army 
camp established in 1918 to its 
present status, Benning has be- 
come synonymous with the word 
“Jnfantry.” It is the training cen- 
fer for infantry and airborne 
troops. An officers candidate school 
is also part of the program here. 

The Chamber of Commerce in 
Columbus has always worked to- 
ward excellent relations between 
the civilian and military neighbors 
in this area. This relationship has 
been cited for nation-wide attention 
on numerous occasions, One of the 
most outstanding examples of the 
‘hamber’s desire for community 
Soirit has been the Citizens-Military 
Council which was organized in 
1946. The Department of the Army 
presented a Certificate of Achieve- 
ment to this Council on its 10th 
birthday. 

In 1953 and again in 1956 Fort 
Benning received the American 
Public Relations Association’s cer- 
tificate of public relations achieve- 
ment award in recognition of out- 

tanding public relations in the 
field of government. These awards 
were due largely to the work of 
the council, 
* « * 

THE WORK of the Chamber of 
Commerce is a job of constantly 
seeking adjustments to new prob- 
lems as they arise. For example, 
the problem of a housing shortage 
for military families in Columbus 
and Phenix City was tackled 
through civilian-military coopera- 
tion. 

The Council has a sub-committee 
to promote better relations in relig- 
ious affairs. Among its projects is 
the exchange of civilian ministers 
and Army chaplains. 

To better civic understanding a 
program is set up to have mili- 
tary personnel as guest speak- 
ers for civilian organizations. 

Another committee called the 
‘Hub of the Wheel’ has been sef up 
to acquaint retiring Army person- 
nel with the attractions and facil- 
ities to be found in Columbus and 
Phenix City. Many of the members 
of this committee are themselves 
retired and have faced the prob- 
lems of finding employment, hous- 
ing and schools. 

The Infantry Center has been 
selected by the University of Geor- 
gia’s school of journalism as source 
material for methods employed in 
maintaining good community rela-

FORT BENNING, Ga.—Army intelligence has developed a data processing machine 
that could solve the problem of retrieving and recording data for industry, Maj. Gen. 
Robert H. Wienicke, commanding general of the 2d Inf. Div., told the Armed Forces Man-

Gen. Wien- 
icke saw its successful perform- 
anee when he was deputy chief of 
staff for intelligence at the Pen- 
tagon.

The ma- 
chine takes the most common 3500 
words used in intelligence reports, 
analyzes them and attaches _nu- 
mérical equivalents in order of 
importance of the word. Then it 
condenses the report into a few 
important sentences_which give 
the gist of the entire report.

GEN. WIENICKE added that a 
“10 or 12-page report can be re- 
duced to seven or eight sentences 
in the author’s own words and 
without missing the point.” 
He stated, “The process is not 
new. It has been used before, but 
I believe the Army has found a 
solution to the problem of retriev- 
ing and recording data that could 
be a help to. industry. It is a per- 
fect machine and gives nothing but 
mechanical data. We have substi- 
tuted a scientific device for per- 
sons who were trying to do scien- 
tific things. The machine does the 
work in minutes, does it accurately 
and doesn’t need a coffee break.”

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Civil Service Notes 





Disabled Vets Lose 
Special Job Status 


By XAVIER BOYLE 
The last day of this year is the cut-off date for disabled 
veterans in government service who hope to get permanent 
status after one year on the job. The Civil Service Commis- 
sion has notified the Disabled American Veterans that it 


will not recommend an extension 
of the time limit: 

Normally, a veteran has to serve 
thrée years before he gets the ab- 
solute job security of veteran’s 
preference. But Executive Order 
10577 provided that a disabled vet- 
eran receiving compensation can 
get the permanent status after one 
year on the job—provided he was 
recommended for same before 31 
December 1958. 

The DAV. has asked the CSC to 
recommend an extension of the 
cut-off date to the President. 

The CSC, through chairman Har- 
ris Ellsworth, said no soap. 

DAV has, therefore, let its mem- 
bers know that it is going all out 
to get the one-year provision enact- 
ed as permanent law by the 86th 
Congress. In this drive they will 
have support of other veterans or- 
ganizations. 

What galls the vet groups is that 
one-year service used to be the 
requirement for all veterans—dis- 
abled and non-disabled. But when 
the “eareer-conditional” system 
went into effect the time was 
changed. An employee is in Ca- 
reer conditional status for three 
years under the present system. 

John Burris, DAV’s National Di- 
rector of Employment Relations, 
said DAV has always insisted that 
this career conditional provision 
is in direct opposition to the in- 
tent of Congress when it passed 
the Veterans Preference Act of 
1944. 

He will lead the fight to get the 
law revised. It may be revised for 
disabled veterans but whether Con- 
gress is willing to harden the guar- 
antee of all vets is something that 
remains to be seen.

THE DEPARTMENT of Labor 
Bureau of Employees Compensa- 
tion has begun making lump-sum 
payments to widows and orphans 
who are survivors of federal em- 
ployee Reservists who died on ac- 
tive) duty between 8 September 
1945 and 1 January 1957. 

Originally, the bureau had said 
such payments would not be made 
as it would amount to dual com- 
pensation. The bureau had held 


that since these survivors received 








the six-month death gratuity, which 
the services pay survivors of Re- 
servists as well as Regulars, they 
were not entitled to benefits from 
the Federal Employees Compensa- 
tion Act. 

But the American Legion inter- 
vened and got the decision re- 
versed. 

It means something in the neigh- 
borhood of millions of dollars in 
benefits to widows and orphans of 
Reservists.

GOVERNMENT employees cov- 
ered by Social Security—and there 
are about 150,000 of them—will 
start paying a bigger amount to the 
fund in January. It will be 2% 
percent of the first $4800.

Commies Call Card 
In Berlin 
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cannot get away’ with very much 
where their military power is rela- 
tively weak. ' 

In the Middle East, for example, 
which can be reached by Soviet 
power only by sea—which we con- 
trol—or by air, which means risk- 
ing a major war, Soviet gambits 
ean succeed only if we do not call 
the Soviet bluff. 

We have just had a most impres- 
sive lesson on that. subject, We 
used our military forces in Leb- 
anon—the Soviets screamed blue 
fhurder but did nothing. The whole 
area has been relatively calm ever 
since. This isn’t to say it will stay 
calm: but the lesson won’t be for- 
gotten by anybody in the Middle 
East providing we don’t forget it 
ourselves, 

It certainly won’t be forgotten 
in Moscow, where it was regarded 
as a major propaganda defeat and 
must have caused some real heart- 
burning. The aggression of the 
Communist Chinese in the Taiwan 
Strait was probably motivated, in 
part anyway, by a feeling of urgent 
need to recover Communist pres- 
tige.

THAT DIDN’T work either. 
Once again, the Communist power 
wasn’t equal to the job. The Red 
Chinese turned out to be inferiof 
in the air, and inferior as artillery- 
men when faced by~ American- 
trained and © American-equipped 
Chinese Nationalists. So the great 
drive to liberate Taiwan is now 
tapering off. 

But now we have a new gambit 
—this time in Berlin. 

Here the power-factors favor the 
Communists. 

Almost certainly, the noise over 
Berlin is meant—in part, anyway 
—to cover up the defeat in the 
Middle East.and the defeat in the 
Far East. As these words are writ- 
ten, there’s nothing firm about 
what final Red intentions are re- 





garding Berlin. What is certain 





c is instructive to note the bearing which relative military 
power exerts on Communist-inspired disturbances in vari- 
ous parts of the world. The Communists, if firmly opposed, 





is the presence in and around that 
city of twenty-odd divisions of the 
Soviet Army and a formidable ar- 
ray of airfields. 


What is also certain is that all 
our European allies in NATO are 
within reach of Soviet intermedi- 
ate-range ballistic missiles armed 
with nuclear warheads. 


The Soviets are probably not 
anxious to start a major nuclear 
war, but they are not above exploit- 
ing the blackmail yalue to be de- 
rived from the fact that everybody 
in free Europe is aware that nu- 
clear devastation is now only 
minutes away. Opposition parties 
in most of the Allied countries are 
making political hay with this 
prospect.

IN THE MIDDLE EAST and in 
the Taiwan Strait, the Communists 
made their play im areas where 
they could be countered by United 
States power, used under our own 
steam and without needing anyone 
else’s consent as long as the small 
countries that were threatened 
sought our help. ‘ 

In the center of Europe, we are 
in the Soviet power-zone. Military 
action theré eannot be taken by 
us without considering our Allies’ 
viewpoint very seriously indeed; 
for their governments are respon- 
sible to their peoples, as is ours 
—and it is‘ their peoples which 
would receive the blast and fall- 
out if Moscow should go haywire 
and press the button. 

Firm resistance to Communist 
aggressive designs is even more 
necessary in Berlin than in Leb- 
anon or Quemoy. But_as a prac- 
tical matter the nature of that re- 
sistance mist be a matter of con- 
sultation among allies, not of uni- 
lateral decision at Washington. 
This may-well make a difference in 
what can actually be done—as the 






Now this velocity of 6.3 miles per 
second will throw the ship into an 
elliptical orbit around the earth. 
The farthest point of this orbit 
(the apogee) will be 25,150 miles 
away. The ship will reach this point 
six hours after leaving the atmos- 
phere. This means that twelve 
hours after the first re-entry into 
the atmosphere it will enter again.

NOW IT IS heated up again dur- 
ing the second re-entry. When it 
emerges its velocity is down to six 
miles per second. That puts it into 
orbit with the apogee 7000 miles 
away and the ship will.need 110 
minutes to reach it. Third re-entry 
follows 220 minutes (or three hours 
and 40 minutes) after the second. 
Again thé ship had severfal hours 
to cool off. When it emérges from ~ 
the third re-entry its velocity is 
down to 5.5 miles per second which 
produces an orbit with the apogee 
2500 miles away that is reached one 
hour after coming out of the atmos- 
phere. ” 

It can easily be séen that five’ 
such braking ellipses will kill -the 
excess pee | of the ship but -with 
such intervals that it will be cool 
again each time it makes the next 
pass. In a manned ship things can 
be improved a little more because 
the pilot can make his approach in 
such a way that all the braking 
ellipses lie in the shadow of the 
earth so that the ship will cool off 
even more rapidly.

volves such large words as 
sincerity and freedom and truth, 
but jazz music, to, this writer, is 
mainly “fun” music. 

And although the jazz enthusiast 
is apt to be a contentious partisan 
who will repeatedly refer to a cer- 
iain kind of jazz or a specific 
musician as “the end, man,” it is 
suggested here that no kind of 
jazz and no single ja® musician is 
“the end.” The emphasis in this 
column is upon musicianship, not 
fads or styles or “schools” of jazz. 

* * * . 

THE TENOR SAX: It's not what 
you play, but how. Consider the 
tenor saxophone, In the hands of a 
rock ’n’ roller, this instrument is 
usually an ear-splitting, honking, 
screeching bore. But when played 
by a master jazz musician, ihe 
tenor sax can be an instrument of 
compelling warmth, .beauty, and 
honest excitement. 

Most jazz tenor saxophonists to- 
day play more or less in the fash- 
ion of Lester Young, whose in- 
spired, relaxed and _ softer-toned 
approach to the instrument revo 
jutionized jazz tenor playing in the 
Jate 30s and early 40s. (Before 
Lester, the most influential of the 
important tenor men had been 
Coleman Hawkins.) The Lester in- 
fluence is obvious in the work of 
such deservedly popular contem- 
porary tenor men as Stan Getz, 
Zoot Sims, Bill Perkins and Al 
Cohn, 

But since jazz needs and thrives 
upon variety and originality, many 
people in music today have been 
delighted to find that veteran Ben

Isle Once Site 
For ‘Duk’ Tests 


_ first amphibious vehicles, 
some of which were later 
known as “Duks,” used the Isle 


of Palms as a training center and 


testing ground. Before War II and 
shortly afterward, the earliest of 
the amphibious landing vehicles re- 
ceived their ‘‘acid-testing” on the 
sandy beach and over the dunes 
of this island. 

The Amphibious Vehicle Train- 
ing School, charged with the re- 
sponsibility of both proving the 
“Duks” and training the operating 
and maintenance personnel, used 
the old Playground Pavilion as 
their headquarters. 

Older residents remember that 
the mountainous sand dunes, the 
rolling surf and virgin forest on 
the east end of the island were the 
scenes of constant “mock” inva- 
sions 

They remember that at any time 
during the night or early morning, 
under blackout conditions, they 
might hear the roaring clamor of 
floating armored vehicles and land- 
ing gear breaking the lulling mur- 
mur of the surf.

Bids Made on New Navy 
Polaris Missile Facility 


CHARLESTON.—The Navy re- 
cently asked for contractors’ bids 
for the construction of a new 
Polaris Missile Assembly Facility 
adjacent to the Naval Ammunition 
Depot 18 miles north of Charleston. 

The bid invitation from the 
Sixth Naval Distriet public works 
office listed the facility's cost range 
as “over $5,000,000.” The Navy 
Department, however, previously 
announced the project as a $10 
million one. 

The construction work will in- 
elude 12 new buildings ef con- 
crete-masonry type, ranging in 
size from 35 toe 30,258 square 
feet; alterations te 36 earth- 
covered magazines; sewer, water, 
electrical, fire alarm and steam 
distribution systems; a 500,000- 
gallon elevated storage tank; 
railroad and vehicle bridge; 
alterations to existing railroad 
trackage; paving, and interior 
utilities. 


Plans and specifications for the 
project will be available from the 
District Public Works Office, Build- 
ing 13, Naval Base, Charleston, 
about October 27. 

Target date for completion of 
the new Navy facility, which will 
be used for the assembly and stor- 
age of Polaris missiles, is May, 
1960. Current plans call for the 
new facility to be manned by ap- 
proximately 325 military and civil- 
ian personnel,

Former Merchant Ships 


CHARLESTON. Two former 
U.S. merchant ships that have been 
converted for Navy use by work- 
men at the Charleston Naval Ship- 
yard will be placed in service at the 
Naval Base here. 

They are the former 
Bend Victory, converted for use 
as an oceanographic surveying 

ship, and the ex-S.S. William J. 
Riddle, former Liberty ship that 
has been converted to an ocean 
station radar ship. 

Both were removed from “moth- 
ball” status in the Maritime Ad- 
ministration’s James River Reserve 
Fleet at Newport News, Va. before 
being towed to Charleston a year 
ago for conversion. 

The ex-South Bend victory 
was transferred to the Military 

Sea Transportation Service and 
placed in service as the USNS 
Bowditch in an informal cere- 
mony. Rear Admiral D. T. 
Eller, Commander MSTS, Atlan- 
tic Area, accepted the ship for 
MSTS.

' From the dozen or so that he sub- 
mitted, I picked a half dozen that 
showed definite promise as ideas, 
ae unfortunately were somewhat 
eficient téchnically, I liked par- 
ticularly the pieture of two chil- 
dren asleep, quite lovely but 
spoiled by lack of sharp focus and 
poor printing. A couple of the 
others, as well as some of those 
discarded, also had these faults, but 
the ideas were good—a pup suck- 
ling its mother, a child posed in an 
opening of a rock formation. 

Since the otherg of the se- 
lected half dozen were printed 
fairly adequately, I think one 
may assume that this photogra- 
pher has some knowledge of 
printing, but is apt to get care- 
less. My overall estimate, there- 
fore, is that, while the first im- 
pression is not a favorable one, 
a careful study yields this diag- 
nosis, and it could apply as well 
to most similar inquiries I re- 
ceive: Ideas are precious, and 
Mr. Tipton has an eye for pic- 
tures which can be developed, 
but ideas don’t get very far when 
technique is lacking.

WASHINGTON—Dear boss: 

Your Pentagon reporters got 
themselves scooped—by dames, no 
less. 

They knew for weeks that the 
Army's top generals from through- 
out the world were to meet at the 
Pentagon, 1 December for the an- 
nual Army Commanders’ Confer- 
ence. : 

The Army reported that noth- 
ing could be said about it, that 
the meeting was CLASSIFIED. It 
was explained that the Army did 
not want any potential enemy, pre- 
sumably the Russians, to know that 
all of its top generals were gath- 
ered undes one roof at the same 
time. |

For Housing at Wood 


In answer to a query sent in by Mrs. Morris, here -is 
some general information about Fort Leonard Wood. Mo. 


We were there for a little 


over a year and I think your 





best bet is to try to get a place 
in Waynesville, a small town about 
three blocks long, built around a 
Court House square. There is a 
USO close to the post office, and 
they can sometimes be helpful in 
finding quarters. 

On-post housing is sub-standard 
and there is a waiting list. New 
housing is under construction but I 
do not know when it will be avail- 
able for occupancy. Quarters in 
Waynesville are rather hard to get 
and not cheap. We had a five-room 
house (two bedrooms), unfur- 
nished, for which we paid $85. We 
had to pay for utilities and heat, 
plus $1.50 for garbage removal and 
a $1 sewer charge. 

Electricity is high, as is gas, 
which runs 16 cents per gallon 
in 500 gallon tanks. We heated 
with gas and also used it for 
cooking. In the winter months 
the cost ran between $38 and $42 
per month. Our hot water was 
heated by electricity and that, 
together with lights and appli- 
ances, ran to $15 or $19 per 
month. 

There are two good-sized grocery 
stores, a Western Auto, drug store, 
hardware store and a fairly well- 
stocked dry goods store. In addi- 
tion, there is a family store that 
carries inexpensive clothing, and a 
women’s apparel shop that is good, 
but not cheap. 

You will also find a laundromat, 
the usual laundry, cleaner, diaper 
service, two liquor stores and sev- 
eral small beer places (not very 
nice), 

A good doctor is available. He 
has a large clinic a few blocks 
away from the main street. He is 
an osteopath, but also a surgeon. 
A great many service wives have 
him for OB. There is a small but 
adequate hospital, and one dentist 
in town, I understand that Fort 
Wood has been declared a remote 
area and that dental care is now 
available to dependents on post. 

There is no railroad in town. 
The nearest station is at New- 
burg, some 15 miles to the north. 
There is a Greyhound bus depot, 
however, and an airfield that pro- 
vides charter flights te St. Louis 
for $35. An automobile is almost 
a necessity. 

Besides the usual church services 
on post, there is a Baptist church, 
a Methodist church and a small 
Catholic mission on Rt. 66, between 
the town and the post, a distance 


towns are on Rt. 66, There are car 
pools, but they ate expensive. There 
is another town called Crocker, 15 
miles away, but there isn’t much 
available there. 

Generall speaking, there isn’t too 
much snow in that particular sec- 
tion, but the roads ice up badly and 
the post usually sends those men 
who live off post home home during 
daylight hours. It does get cold 
and you will need heavy winter 
clothes and snowsuits for the chil- 
dren, 

The houses don’t have cellars 
around Waynesville and the 
floors get cold. Small children 
need lined blue jeans and cordu- 
roys, The enlisted quarters on 
post are so poorly built that com- 
ing from California; or if you 
like a warm house, I don’t think 
you will find them comfortable. 
Officers’ quarters are nothing to 
brag about either. 

The main PX is good-sized, but 

for family -needs and household 
gadgets the PX in the housing area, 
near the commissary, is better. The 
commissary is usually well stocked 
and has a very good meat depart- 
ment, 
There are usual guest houses on 
post. Just outside the post on Rt. 
66, is a nice motel called The 
Ranch, There are two hotels in 
town, but I wouldn’t recommend 
them for families with children. 
At The Ranch (for a family of four) 
we paid $9 per night. There is 
another smal] motel run by a Mrs. 
Clark, which I think is less expen- 
sive and suitable for a family. The 
local constable can direct you. 

The country is very pretty and 
a nice day’s trip is down te the 
Lake of the Ozarks, a beautiful 
spot with a great number of vaca- 
tion accommodations. 

With regard to schools, there is 
a new grammar school in town, a 
high school and a grade school on 
post. 

I had no experience myself with 
the medical facilities except for the 
pediatrics section, which was satis- 
factory the one time I took the 
children there. From what I had 
been told, my impression of the 
maternity section was not good. My 
information came from civilians 
employed there. 

The local bank has no branch on 
post, but there is a branch of the 
Boatman’s Bank of St/Louis. The 
bank in town is convenient because

There is a small nominal charge for 
checking accounts, with no mini- 
mum balance required. 

I believe that if you live in 
either Rolla er Lebanon, you are 
eligible for Medicare. It is a 
lonely -drive te either of these 
towns from Fort Wood, although 
they are both on Rt. 66. There 
are just a few isolated gas sta- 
tions. 

If there is any further informa- 
tion I could possibly give you please 
don’t hesitate to write.

“Control measures for préven- 
tion against respiratory diseases re- 
quire a high standard of cleanii- 
ness in quarters and buildings used 
by troops, and in personal hygiene,” 
stated the surgeon. @

4th Army Lab 
identifies 
Virus Disease 


FORT SAM HOUSTON,- Tex.— 
A disease which closely resembles 
influenza and similar respiratory 
ailments, has been isolated and 
identified by the Fourth Army 
Medical Laboratory Virology Divi- 
sion at Fort Sam Housten. 


Labeled Coxsacki B-3, it is unre- 
lated. to the common flu virus; but 
shows many of the same symptoms. 
So far, two cases have been report- 
ed at the: post. The disease is non- 
fatal, and widely distributed 
throughout the world, especially 
during fall and winter. 

The disease was detected and 
typed by using the HeLa cell tissue 
culture technique. Tissue cells were 
grown in_test tubes and suspect 
specimens introduced. Cell de- 
struction indicated the presence of 
virus, The test was confirmed by 
serological testing, 

Clinical features of the sickness 
include sudden fever and head- 
ache, sore throat, stabbing pain in 
the ribs or an extremity, and stiff 
neck. Depending on the individual's 
stamina and resistance, symptoms 
usually last from six days to two 
weeks, 

The medical laboratory reported 
that so far no influenza among 
Fourth Army area soldiers has been

mitting—as well as changing bed 
linens once per week are precau- 
tionary measures being taken. 
Every effort: is taken to avoid 
overcrowding, especially in class 
rooms, theaters and public gather- 
ings. At no time is less than 55 
square feet provided each person 
in sleeping areas, with 72 ‘square 
feet floor space provided if pos- 
sible. Adequate ventilation of sleep- 
ing quarters, class room, dining 
areas, and working areas are main- 
tained at all times. 


DAILY CHECKS of _ persons 
handling food are made. Any per- 
son exhibiting symptoms. of colds, 
fever, sore throat or coughs are 
referred to the post dispensary for 
treatment and are not permitted to 
prepare or serve food until given 
medical clearance by the post sur- 
geon—or his representative. 

Precautionary measures such as 
encouraging men to report on sick 
call when necessary, removal of wet 
clothing and prevention of extreme 
fatigue are musts for unit com- 
manders to follow. 

Col. Perlmutter stresses that rest 
and relaxation are very important 
in maintaining good health. He 
points out that loss of sleep lowers 
individual’s vitality and resistance 
to disease.

These reports are studied at suc- 
cessive levels in order to avoid 
their reeurrence anywhere.

AT EVERY operating level 
within the Army, full-time or part- 
time safety directors «administer 
the accident prevention effort, A 
major segment of their time is de- 
voted to inspections—spotting the 
violations, the weaknesses of ma- 
terial or procedures, the human 
carelessness that could result in 
aecident if not corrected. 
Safety directors, generally career 
civilian experts, are highly trained 
for their jobs. The Army offers 
courses at three universities

Search Near 
Fails to Find 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.—Post 
personnel recently took part in 
the largest search in the history 
of southern Arizona when three 
teen-age Boy Scouts disappeared 
in the rugged Santa Rita Moun- 
tains during a violent snow storm 
16 November. 


The three Scouts, on a weekend 
hike at Mount Baldy, were caught 
in a surprise snow storm which 
swept the state and piled snow 
six feet deep in the mountains dur- 
ing the night.

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-NSLI Holders to Draw 
Dividend Again in ‘59 


WASHINGTON—Dividends totaling $256-million. will be 
paid to more than five million veterans holding participating’ 
GI life insurance policies during 1959, the Veterans Adminis- 





tration announced this week. 

Veterans Administrator Sumner 
G. Whittier said the dividends are 
primarily a refund or part of the 
premium payments. 

He added this was made possible 
because the death rate among pol- 
icy holders continues to be lower 
than the actuarial tables upon 
» which the premiums were based. 

Some 4.9-million holders of Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance 
(NSLI) which originated in War Il 
will get $235-million from the gov- 
ernment. 

About 285,000 who have U.S, Gov- 
ernment Life Insurance (USGLI) 
which originated in War I will get 
$21-million. 

Whittier said the 1959 NSLI and 
USGLI regular dividends are, re- 
spectively, $5-million and $1-million 
less than were declared for 1958. 

However, he explained, individ- 
ual policyholders will generally re- 
ceive about the same amount as 
during 1958, since the number of 
GI policies in force declines. be- 
tween one and two percent each 
year. 

Dividends will be paid as soon as 
possible after the anniversary date 
of each policy during 1959. For ex- 
ample, if a policy was issued any 
1 September, the anniversary date 
will be 1 Sept. 1959, Whittier 
pointed ‘out. 

He said dividends will be paid 
to holders of both term and perma- 
nent plan participating NSLI and

MEANWHILE, 
was sending out notices to some 
685,000 Korea veterans informing 
them they can convert their “‘Spe- 
cial Term Insurance” to permanent 
GI after 1 Jan. 1959. 

Under the new law, policyholders 
who convert will not get dividends, 
but their premiums will be based 
on a new, lower-cost ‘table. Until 
now, Korea veterans weren’t per- 
mitted to convert their term insur- 
ance to any permanent life-insur- 
ance. pe 

The maximum amount of the new- 
type insurance will be limited in 
each case by the face amount of 
the veteran’s present “RS” term 

policy. 

PVA listed the types of permanent- 
insurance to be available under the 
new law as: ordinary life, 20-pay 
life, 30-pay life, 20-year endowment, 
endowment at age 60, and endow- 
ment at age 65.
